Memorial to Late Rev. Alexander Allen, D. D. 


The clergy of the Diocese of California recognize 
that in the death of the Rev. Alexander Allen, D. D., 
rector of St. Paul’s Church, Oakland, the Diocese has 
lost one of its most valuable and devoted ministers. 
As a parish priest, as a diocesan worker, as a fine 
Christian man, the late rector stood among our Church 
leaders. 

Dr. Allen came to Oakland in 1906 when St. Paul’s 
was located farther down town in an old wooden

building. A prominent eastern clergyman to whom the 
parish had been offered had declined, on the ground 
that the prospects were unfavorable for real parochial 
growth. In the twenty-six years of Dr. Allen’s rectorate 
the growth of the parish has been steady and per- 
sistent. The old site was sold; the present handsome 
brick church was built at the strategic location near 
Lake Merritt, at Grand avenue and Montecito; a splen- 
didly-equipped parish house and commodious rectory 
were made parts of the plant, which easily ranks as 
one of the finest on the Pacific Coast. All the buildings 
are free from debt. 

This splendid record of material achievement was 
accomplished not by spectacular campaigns or lavish 
vifts from a few wealthy parishioners but is the out- 
come of patient pastoral care. Dr. Allen was a rare 
pastor. He knew his flock intimately, individually, 
young and old, their joys and sorrows, their “days of 
toil and hours of ease.” They followed where he led, 
because they knew his voice and loved him. 

One of the keynotes of his success was his interest in 
missions. In season and out of season he preached to 
his people the whole message of the Church and the 
glorious privilege of bringing the gospel to those who 
have it not, whether the man next door or the one in 
some far-flung station on the Christian frontier. It was 
no accident that St. Paul’s has for many years been 
one of the leading mission parishes in the Province. 
The growth of the parish, steady as it has been, was 
always subordinated to its missionary activity. It is 
fitting to remember in this connection that in five Gen- 
eral Conventions Dr. Allen was a member of the 
Standing Committee on Missions and in the Conven- 
tion in Denver was chairman of that committee. 

In his personal life he has left us an example that 
we should follow him as he followed Christ. With a 
deep, abiding faith and a simple, childlike piety he 
combined a wealth of humor and of human interest; 
a keen zest for athletics and well-known skill at golf 
and bowling kept him in sympathy with youth—so 
much so that while he died at seventy-four no one ever 
thought of him as old. As a student, a prizeman in his 
university days, he kept in touch with modern scholar- 
ship and every year in Lent his congregation listened 
to a weekly evening discussion of the problems of mod- 
ern theological thought. 

He has left us all a rich memory but his death will 
mean to many of the clergy the loss of a dear personal 
friend.

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Church Divinity School Begins Fortieth Year 


The Church Divinity School of the Pacific, the offi- 
cial theological seminary of the Province of the Pa- 
cific, opened the fall semester of its fortieth year on 
August 15. The opening service was held at All Souls 
Church in Berkeley, the address being given by the 
Very Rev. Dean Herbert H. Powell, Ph.D., S. T. D., 
D. D., who has returned recently from Palestine, where 
he spent his sabbatical year. The Rev. Schuyler Pratt, 
B. D., registrar, assistant professor of Church history, 
and administrative officer of the school, presided. The 
Rev. W. R. H. Hodgkin, D. D., secretary of the board 
of trustees, read the prayers. Thomas R. Marshall, 
president of the associated students, welcomed the new 
students to the school. The Rev. A. R. Merrix of St. 
Paul’s Church, Oakland, introduced the speaker of the 
evening and the Rev. Theodore Bell, host clerygman, 
pronounced the benediction. Following the service, a 
reception was given to Dean Powell in the parish hall. 


In the course of his address, Dr. Powell stated that 
his trip to Palestine made vivid in his mind the de- 
velopment of the life of the Hebrew people, afforded 
him first-hand understanding of the work archaeolo- 
gists are doing and gave reality in his mind to the 
story of Jesus. “Wherever the archaeologist is check- 
ing the Bible he is finding that the ancient book is ac- 
curate,” he said. 


Dr. Powell is regarded as one of the eminent schol- 
ars of the Church. He has been with the Church Divin- 
ity School for more than three-quarters of its history 
and has been a prime factor in its growth and develop- 
ment. In point of service he is dean of all theological 
seminary heads in Berkeley, one of the most impor- 
tant centers of professional religious training in 
America. A crowded church at the opening service of 
the term gave evidence of his growing popularity. 


Beginning with the present semester, a department 
of supervised pastoral practice has been established 
under the direction of Professor Pratt and will help to 
place training for the ministry on a professional basis 
equivalent to that of teaching or medicine. Under this 
department special lectures will be given during the 
year by a number of experts, including Bishops W. 
Bertrand Stevens, Porter T. Rowe, Edward L. Parsons, 
Walter Mitchell, Louis C. Sanford, Thomas Jenkins, 
Walter T. Sumner and Edward J. Cross. Alfred J. 
Chaplain Bayley, A. A. G. O., F. R. V. C. M., a well- 
known organist and choir director, has been named 
instructor in church music. The Rev. Charles Wesley 
Lowry, B. D., has been appointed to the faculty of 
theology. Prof. W. A. Morris, Ph.D., is lecturer in 
English Church history. Five new trustees have been 
elected. They are the Rev. A. R. Merrix, the Rev. David 
Gillmor of Los Gatos, George S. Brown of Reno, Judge 
S. L. Strother of Fresno and Blaine B. Coles of Port- 
land. 


The library of the school was greatly strengthened 
during the past year by purchase, by gifts from the 
alumni association and by inheritance of the private 
libraries of the Rev. W. A. Brewer, D. D.; the Rev. W. 
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A. MacClean and the Rev. Harry Thompson. It is com- 
plete for a large number of documents and periodicals 
issued by Church districts and societies, including “The 
Church Herald for the Blind,” and it contains unique 
material on religious communities. 


One student of the school is making a name for him- 
self in dramatic art. Another has spent a season in 
archaeological research with Dr. William F. Bade in 
Palestine. An attractive feature of the school is its 
social life. Professor and Mrs. Pratt are making the 
school a real “home away from home” for the stu- 
dents. A special committee of the Province of the Pa- 
cific is developing plans to increase the endowment 
of the school by a substantial amount and an ever- 
enlarging curriculum indicates that the institution is 
meeting its tremendous opportunity as a builder of 
clergy trained to satisfy the demands of the West. 


Miss Dawson Transferred to Philippines 


The Hankow “News Letter” has the following to 
say regarding the transfer of Miss Mary Dawson, 
daughter of the Rev. Isaac Dawson, from the Chinese 
mission field (where she has spent nine years) to the 
Philippines: 

“As we go to press, the distressing news reaches us 
that Miss Dawson, whose return in August we were 
about to announce In this number, will not be able, on 
account of health, to remain a member of the China 
staff. Particulars are as yet few. It is known from her 
letters that Miss Dawson fully expected a month ago 
to return to her work here and was making happy 
plans for the same. The cable received June 29 states 
that the doctors urge that Miss Dawson be sent to a 
warmer climate and asks if the Bishop will agree to 
her transfer to the Philippines, where she gave most 
acceptable service during the 1927 refugee months. So 
our Bishop has reluctantly consented to her transfer 
to the other Diocese. This gap will be hard to fill. Miss 
Dawson is a trained leader whose soul is in her work 
as a Christian missionary. Before she left a year ago 
on furlough, she had been teaching in St. Lois School.”

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For most of us the real New 
The Real New Year Year begins not on January 1 

but some time in the late sum- 
mer or early fall. Vacations are over. Schools and 
colleges open. Meetings of societies and clubs are 
resumed. Activity everywhere takes the place of the 
leisurely summer spirit. 


The Church shares this arrangement of life. In 
almost every parish much of the ordinary work will 
have been suspended during the summer months. 
Now the active year of Church work begins. It be- 
gins in Diocese and parish alike; and in Diocese and 
parish alike we shall face, as we all well know, very 
trying and disturbing conditions. Even at best it is no 
easy matter to adjust ourselves or a parish to a new 
standard of living. The difficulty is increased when, 
as at the present moment, there are so many uncer- 
tainties in the future. The result has been the crea- 
tion of a kind of defeatist spirit in many people and, 
I fear, in some parishes. In regard to the autumn 
campaign, for example, they say: “We haven’t the 
money! We can’t get the money! What is the use of 
trying?” 

That attitude is neither sensible nor Christian. It is 
not sensible because it is always worth while to try, 
if your aim is worth while. It is not Christian be- 
cause, after all, the money is but a small part of the 
mobilization of parish resources, which ought to be 
the purpose of the work of the autumn. An Every 
Member Canvass is not a mere money-getting af- 
fair. It has social and educational values. There may 
be other ways of reaching the resources of the parish 
in money and other ways of achieving the social so- 
cial and educational ends. But if, as in the ideals set 
forth by the Field Department, the “canvass” is a 
year-long and continuous affair, it means that the 
autumn is mobilization time. And it is precisely in a 
period of depression that we need all the more the 
personal contacts, the friendly sympathies, the dis- 
coveries of poverty and trouble which some sort of 
“visitation” can produce. We need, above all, to send 
a thrill of hope and enthusiasm stirring through the 


whole parish, touching every member of it, bringing 
hope and courage and confidence in the ever-ruling 
power of God. 


I write these words just as I return from the Lay- 
men’s Conference at Menlo Park. It has been a 
deeply significant occasion. We have had larger at- 
tendance. We have never had, I am sure, any more 
representative gathering and I know that we have 
never had a more profoundly earnest purpose. “Pow- 
er” was the keyword and throughout the whole gath- 
ering there was manifest the earnest purpose to find 
and use divine power. There was no defeatist atti- 
tude. Nor was there any “ballyhoo” or any attempt to 
play on the emotions. We wanted to do God’s work 
and we wanted to find Him and His power that we 
might do it well. 


As I sat there and realized our weakness as over 
against the greatness of our task and both weakness 
and task dependent upon God, the source and end of 
it all, I kept thinking—although he used them in an- 
other connection—of Augustine’s words, “Cramped is 
the dwelling of my soul. Do Thou expand it that 
Thou mayst enter in.” All we need is that the cramped 
dwellings of our souls may be enlarged that God and 
His power may take possession.—E. L. P. 


Parochial Factors in Diocesan Unity 
By Rev. W. M. Bours 


Never more than in the present general state of 
evangelistic practice was there need for the conserva- 
lion of. spiritual resources by unification of the re- 
ligious forces in society. 


Exemplified by the co-operative social service ac- 
tivities promotive of the spiritual work at the Laguna 
Honda Home, the Bishop’s wide outlook on “fellow- 
ship in the gospel” is stimulating the Diocese toward 
an enlarging measure of that state of blessedness. 
Moreover, spiritual momentum for missionary work 
in San Francisco has been enhanced by Archdeacon 
Porter’s constructive policies. In general, the success- 
ful pursuit of missionary enterprises involves the in- 
surance of co-ordinative occupations of all in any 
way responsible for the maintenance of corporate 
unity. The component factors of a Diocese find a 
paternity in its cathedral, which is the central insti- 
tutional expression of the Bishop’s official fatherhood 
in God. 


Happily, for instance, as in an Auld Lang Syne 
circle—the very matter of a missionary song that 
stirs toward the joining of “hands across the seas”— 
the San Francisco parishes and missions are joining 
hands with Grace Cathedral in a unified support of 
the City Missions Society, a growing institution fur- 
thered generously by the Woman’s Auxiliary and 
the House of Churchwomen. 


The time is advancing when, for concrete reasons, 
the calling of the roll of the parishes and missions at 
the annual diocesan convention will be to name them 
as factors in the corporate unity of the Diocese.

ITH THE ARCHDEACON 


In another column there is an article by the Rev. 
John Nichols, our own missionary in China, The 
Diocese has other workers in the foreign field. In 
Japan we have Miss Edna B. Murray, formerly of 
Ross, California. Miss Murray is head of St. Mar- 
garet’s School for Girls, Tokyo. St. Margaret’s School 
has a fine record. Of the 1000 members of the 
alumnae association nearly half are Christian and are 
faithfully serving the Christian cause. Others, who 
are not known nominally as Christians have gone out 
into society imbued with Christian ideas and ideals. 
St. Margaret’s also maintains a high educational 
standard. The music department makes a distinct 
contribution to the religious life of the school. Daily 
services are held in the beautiful chapel. Miss Murray 
is the organist and has a choir of forty students. But 
most important of all is the influence of Miss Mur- 
ray’s personality. The American principal of St. Mar- 
garet’s, in writing of Miss Murray, says: “She is a 
type of the best womanhood of America, normal and 
well-rounded, and by her unconscious influence leads 
others to see the beauty and the strength of a life in 
Christ.” 

In Africa the Diocese of California has Miss Olive 
Meacham. The latter is a graduate of our St. Mar- 
garet’s House, Berkeley, and served at Trinity, San 
Jose. Since 1928 she has been principal of the Julia C. 
Bromley Hall for Girls at Bromley, which is on the 
St. Paul River, twenty-five miles back from Monro- 
via, the capital of the black republic. There are about 
sixty pupils, with a large waiting list. Training is 
given in industrial work as well as the usual school 
subjects. 

In the Philippine Islands, Miss Lillian Weiser, R. N., 
is superintendent of nurses at St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Manila. Miss Weiser received her education in Cali- 
fornia and was trained as a nurse in the East Bay 
Sanitarium, Oakland. Her hospital in Manila was 
founded by the late Bishop Brent in 1902 and from 
small beginnings has emerged to a commanding posi- 
tion. Its resources are drawn upon from all parts of 
the archipelago. Its facilities include 1/5 beds, a free 
daily clinic, a social service department and a train- 
ing school for nurses. This latter is one of the out- 
standing features of the hospital. Through the year 
there is an average of thirty-five young Filipino 
women in training, who are recruited from the native 
population throughout the islands, including Igorots 
and Moros. 

In China, in addition to Dr. Nichols, we have Miss 
Hazel F. McNair. Miss McNair is a native of Berke- 
ley and a graduate of the University of California. 
For the past ten years she has been engaged as a 
missionary teacher in the preparatory school of St.

The Archdeacon visited the 
Relief Home for a service on Thursday, August 18. 
There was a congregation of some sixty-eight inmates 
who joined heartily in the service and in the singing 
of favorite hymns. Mr. Bours is doing an excellent 
work. He is ably assisted by a group of devoted ladies 
who regularly help him in the services and in visit- 
ing the inmates. The group includes Mrs. Stewart, 
Mrs. Smith, Mrs. Gray, Mrs. Bailey of San Francisco; 
Mrs. Putnam and Mrs. Hujus of Berkeley and Miss 
Alice Phillips of Inverness.

Our Diocese has a number of workers in the foreign 
fields. Confident that our people would be interested 
in what they are doing in the upbuilding of the Master’s 
Kingdom, the Archdeacon recently wrote each to send 
a brief article describing the work being accomplished. 
Herewith is the first of the series. It is from the pen 
of the Rev. John W. Nichols, D. D., son of the second 
Bishop of California, a graduate of our Church Divin- 
ity School of the Pacific, an honorary canon of Grace 
Cathedral and at present dean of the School of Theol- 
ogy at St. John’s University, Shanghai, China. Prac- 
tically the whole of Dr. Nichols’ clerical career has 
been passed in China. We are grateful to him for this 
fine article.

Article by Dr. John Nichols of China 


The Archdeacon asks for a description of my work. 
Nothing easier. I can answer in four words—“a little 
of everything.” But, I suppose, that really doesn’t give 
Dr. Porter much information. 
I am reminded of the two old 
ladies who called on me in my 
office in the basement of old 
Grace Church one day in 1901. 
They had a friend who had 
died in San Francisco about 
1878 and had been buried from 
Grace Church. They had heard 
the fact but had never got the 
“details.” Could they get them 
from me? I am sorry they 
could not. But I can do a little 
bit better for the Archdeacon. 

The most regular job I think 
of is a daily walk to St. Mary’s 
Hall for morning prayers and 
on Sundays the fuller services. 
Then there are the confirmation classes—this spring, 
two. While the first ten were being prepared, some 
others woke up, so there was a second class of six. 


Constant teaching year after year gradually clears 
one’s ideas, I suppose. Anyhow, last summer I got my 
instructions on paper and translated them into Chi- 
nese. Then Bishop Norris of Pekin found me a Chris- 
tian priest who could draw and he gave me an illustra- 
tion for each page—so there is now a new primer on 
confirmation for children and very simple people. The 
hook was prompted by our Church Literature Commit- 
tee, of which I am a sort of secretary. And in that con- 
nection I keep the accounts of and have a general super- 
vision of ““The Chinese Churchman,” the semi-monthly 
of the Church in China. Most of the real work here is 
done by one of our laymen, Mr. T. P. Wang, and there 
is usually a short daily conference with him. Our com- 
mittee, at its last meeting, wanted a small book ex- 
plaining what our Communion—the “Shen Kung Hiu”

—stands for. So I have just finished twelve chapters 
on that, in English, and am now hoping that one of 
our Chinese clergy will translate it. 


I live at St. John’s University and am called the 
dean of the Theological Department. St. John’s has 
turned out some invaluable men for the ministry in 
China but just now things are at a low ebb. I have 
only one student. This is owing to a variety of causes. 
Our schools have been much broken up these past 
years by wars and interference. Conditions make ex- 
pansion of our field difficult these days and we have 
enough English trained men for our present needs. 
Then we have a Central Theological School of the 
whole Church, in Nanking, which is doing increas- 
ingly efficient training, and it is doubtful if there is 
need for continuing theological work at St. John’s 
much longer. But during Dr. Pott’s year of absence, 
just ended, I had charge of St. John’s services as well 
as St. Mary’s—with assistance, of course. I had Dr. 
Pott’s class in religion with the seniors and his class 


in philosophy. In the latter I probably learned more 
than the students! 


The completed revision of our American Prayer 
Book has made it desirable to correct our Chinese 
Prayer Book accordingly. The preliminary work was 
done by committees of our three Dioceses. But all this 
vear Mr. Wang and I have been reading and correct- 
ing proof. Between us we have read every page of the 
700-page book eight times. The war, in February, 
stopped us for two months but we were fortunate not 
to lose the whole of our work. The main printing com- 
pany of Shanghai, to which we might very well have 
sent the manuscript, was utterly destroyed in the 
fighting. I had the happiness of seeing the first com- 
plete copy of the new Prayer Book yesterday. We had 
a lot of losses of property, and workers’ goods, in the 
war. These had to be collected and the Bishop’s Emer- 
gency Fund, contributed by members of the mission, 
distributed to meet the need as far as it would go. Two 
of our Chinese and I were a committee to attend to 
this. Missionaries have to study Chinese and courses 
and books go out of date. I was at a meeting this week 
to start revision of the course. There are other com- 
mittees but I fancy the Archdeacon has heard enough 
of them from me by now. If he hasn’t he can think 
over his own list! 

Life in China is like life everywhere else—finding 
your place in the whole and doing the bits that come 
to you. It is not the personal activity that is of im- 
portance but the movement of the whole. There are 
many signs that Christ’s work for China moves on. 
This is not a time of great expansion but it is decidedly 
one of solidification and deepening. Our clergy and con- 
gregations grow in knowledge and in grace. Times 
are less easy for the missionary in some ways. It is 
much easier to direct than to co-operate and to know

Why is it that neither in the full tide of 
your prosperity before 1929, nor in the hard struggle 
to find work since then, we get almost no applications 
of clergymen, doctors, teachers or nurses for work in 
our field? We need the help. We are becoming a mis- 
sion of old people. To be specific, we have twice in the 
past two years sent men to visit the seminaries in 
order to appeal, with a total result of nothing. Has the 
vounger generation lost its nerve?

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There are in the world today more than four hun- 
dred cathedrals. Some, because of their grandeur and 
loveliness, are widely known. Others, simple and low- 
ly, have scarcely been heard of beyond the confines of 
their own communities. .Yet, underlying all, and radi- 
ating from the heart of each, is a power for good 
which far transcends, at least potentially, that of any 
merely local institution. 

The cathedral expresses love for God through the 
utmost possible exaltation of worship and love for 
one’s neighbor through the widest possible extension 
of Christian service. It is at once a shrine and a spir- 
itual powerhouse. 

The cathedral had its origin in the early days of the 
Christian era, when first the apostles and later mis- 
sionary bishops were sent out to carry the gospel into 
pagan lands. Arriving at the scene of their labors, the 
bishop and his associate clergy set up a simple head- 
quarters, centering it about a place of worship. This 
house of prayer was known as the “matrix ecclesia” 
and later, because it contained the bishop’s “cathedra,” 
or chair, was called the cathedral church. 

There were in those early times no parishes, with 
local churches and local clergy. These were made nec- 
essary by the later spread of Christianity; but the 
cathedral has ever remained the “mother church” —a 
radiating and reinforcing source of Christian service 
and inspiration. 

In its essential nature, then, the true cathedral is not 
primarily a building, however noble and magnificent, 
but an outstanding offering of worship and service to 
God. The changing needs of changing times have 
brought increased opportunities for service but, from 
the beginning to the present day, the chief functions 
of the cathedral have been these: 


1. Worship: The provision of a temple, as dignified 
and beautiful as the resources of the people will per- 
mit, where all who wish may come at any time, either 
to join with others in some inspiring service or, alone, 
to seek rest and refreshment of the spirit. 


2. Christian Service: (a) Evangelization—the carrying 
of the world-saving gospel of Jesus Christ to all peo- 
ple, through the development of wider and more effec- 
tive preaching; (b) Education—the advancement of 
truth and light, through every available channel, espe- 
cially by the promotion of competent instruction in 
the underlying principles of the Christian faith; (c) So- 
cial Welfare—the championship of the cause of the 
sick, the poor and the oppressed by promoting that 
Christian spirit of brotherly love which is the founda- 
tion of all human progress and which aims at nothing 
less than the establishment throughout the world of 
the Kingdom of God, the rule of justice, peace and 
good will. 


In the Middle Ages the passionate eagerness of the 
people to raise their great temples—the cathedrals—is 
thus described in a letter written by the Abbot Hai- 
mon of St. Pierre-sur-Dives, concerning the scenes at 
Chartres in 1147: “Who ever heard tell in times past 
of powerful princes brought up in honors and wealth, 
of noble men and women bending their proud necks to 
the harness of carts and like beasts of burden dragging 
stones, cement, wood, to build the abode of Christ? 

When they have reached the church they ar- 
range the wagons about it like a spiritual camp and 
during the whole night they celebrate the watch by 
hymns and canticles.” 


In a much later day John Ruskin wrote: “Have we 
no tesselated colors on our floors, no frescoed fancies 
on our roof, no costly stones in our cabinets? . . 

I do not understand . . . the feeling which en- 
riches our own chambers with all manner of costli- 


ness and endures the bare wall and mean compass of 
the temple.” 


More modern is Bishop Lawrence’s way of express- 
ing the same thought: “In a great and noble church 
the worshiper feels a sense of freedom; he, though an 
unchurched pagan, can quietly enter and without com- 


mitting himself to any form of religious faith, feel the 
sense of the eternities.”

No definite date has been announced for the fall 
rummage sale but Mrs. Edsell expects to hold it in the 
Mission in October. These rummage sales are a public 
benefaction, making it possible for a whole family to 
outfit itself completely for less than a dollar, encour- 
aging independence and thrifty buying. With few sales 
amounting to more than 25 cents, still Mrs. Edsell, 
chairman of this work, was able to net $500 last spring 
in one month.

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NEWS OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC

Provincial Headquarters 


We are not at liberty to mention the name of the 
official at the National Council who writes: “I per- 
sonally am delighted with the recognition of the pro- 
vincial headquarters idea thus far. I have steadily tes- 
tified to the advantage of our contact. To me it is clear 
as day that for the Eighth Province there should be a 
co-operative center in San Francisco, the co-operation 
being between the National Council and all its depart- 
ments and the provincial organizations. Of course, 
some are afraid of this. Many fear the provincial idea. 
I have no time to be afraid of anything that promises 
more effective contact with our groups and my visit 
to the Coast proved to me how cut off you people feel 
from the Atlantic Seaboard.” You will agree with us 
that the writer has a clear vision of the value of our 
initiative. 


Why Provinces? 


In “The Living Church” of June 4 a letter with the 
above caption appeared under the signature of the 
Rev. A. Appleton Packard, Jr., Syracuse. New York, 
to whom we wrote deprecating his objections to prov- 
inces and suggesting that were he 3000 miles from the 
offices of the National Council he might view the mat- 
ter differently. We also enclosed some of our news 
sheets. The reverend gentleman, in reply, graciously 
admitted that the Province of the Pacific was func- 
tioning along the right lines: “Anything in a forward 
direction on the subject will always find an intensely 
interested reader in me.” Evidently we shall have to 
convert our eastern friends one at a time to a right 
conception of our pioneer efforts to magnify the im- 
portance of the provinces and the latent possibilities 
of their usefulness to the general structure of effective 
administration of the work of the whole Church.

Racial Work 


In and near San Francisco there are at least eight 
racial groups cared for by the Church. Two Chinese 
missions, in San Francisco and Oakland, each with 
flourishing day and night schools in addition to their 
Church work, and a third Church School for Chinese 
children in Palo Alto; a Japanese mission in San Fran- 
cisco, with a good Church School and five other organ- 
izations, and a group of about fifty Christian Japanese 
in San Mateo; two negro missions, in San Francisco 
and Oakland, and a group of forty Assyrians in San 


Francisco. These are all under Archdeacon Porter's 
comprehensive wing and each general group is in 
charge of a priest of its own race. All but the Assyrians 
receive some aid through the National Council.

New Bishop in Jerusalem 


The Province has always taken a large interest in 
the Good Friday offering for the Jerusalem and the 
East Mission. The Rt. Rev. George F. Graham Brown, 
who has been appointed to succeed the late Bishop 
MacInnes, was born at Lanchou, China, where his 
father was a missionary. In 1914 he received his com- 
mission as an officer in that famous regiment, the 
King’s Own Scottish Borderers, and went to France in 
1916 and within ten days was severely wounded in the 
head. His distinguished college career culminated in 
his appointment first as chaplain, then vice-principal 
and, finally, principal of Wycliffe Hall. Bishop Graham 
Brown has visited New York and had many contacts 
with Church life in the United States. 


Nevada Summer School 


The Lake Tahoe Summer School met at Camp Gali- 
lee from July 18 to 30, with an attendance of nearly 
one hundred. The courses were most interesting and 
instructive, Bishop Shaylor of Nebraska and Bishop 
Huston of Olympia as members of the faculty giving 
freely of their wisdom and experience. 


One of the most interesting events of the conference 
was the ordination to the priesthood of the Rev. Her- 
bert Bonner Echols, who will continue his work at 
Pioche, Nevada. The ordination service was the first 
which Bishop Jenkins has held and it was also the first 
in Nevada for sixteen years. The service was held Sun- 
day morning in the outdoor chapel with two bishops 
and fourteen clergy vested. Mr. Echols was presented 
by the Rev. H. M. Peck of Ely and the preacher was 
the Rev. W. R. H. Hodgkin, D. D. of Berkeley. 


During the conference two confirmation services 
were held, three persons receiving the apostolic rite. 

The Lake Tahoe Summer School has been running 
for the past five years and is for the clergy and laity 
of Nevada and the Diocese of Sacramento, thus de- 
veloping a wonderful fraternal spirit between the dio- 
ceses, under the able leadership of the Bishop of 
Nevada, the Rt. Rev. Thomas Jenkins, D. D., and Miss 
Ruth Jenkins. 


The congenial and happy spirit that dominated the 
gathering, with the beautiful early services every mor- 
ning among the fragrant pines and the quiet vespers 
every evening gave all who were privileged to attend 
an inspiration that will be an influence for good 
throughout the coming year.

are well trained on a regular standard typewriter be- 
fore they take up teletypy. There is not a great deal of 
difference in them, though the mechanics of the tele- 
type are much more intricate. Skill in pasting the 
strips and handling the small levers is essential and a 
lively interest is created by the efficiency of it. 

Shorthand, typewriting, bookkeeping, business let- 
ter writing, filing and other traditional courses seem 
to fit in well with the machine and it is probable that 
it will come to be a regular part of commercial train- 
ing. At present writing, Munson School is the only 
commercial training institution presenting mastery of 
the machine.

Co-operating at Philadelphia 
By the Rev. George H. B. Wright 


It was the first conference of the Episcopal Social 
Work Department—entirely planned under the direc- 
tion of our own Rankin Barnes and most effectively 
was it done. A certain great personage remarked 
when I introduced myself to him at the breakfast 
following the corporate communion in St. James 
Parish House, “What I object to is this increasing 
California influence.” It sounded good to me! Any- 
way, there was a very distinct unity in the program. 
There were no false notes struck and everything was 
definitely constructive. The nice balance, so necessary 
in the program of the associate group as it relates to 
the general conference program, was carefully kept. 
In addition it was dovetailed into the program of the 
Federal Council of Churches. 


As I look back a few weeks to those voiceful days 
in Philadelphia I find myself still remembering that 
suggestive paper of Mrs. Sharp, on the application 
of case-work methods to all forms of parish work; 
to Floyd van Keuren’s paper on expanding programs 
for the Diocesan Social Service Department, and to 
an informal talk on training volunteers for social 
service work in parishes. Of these I shall write now, 
leaving other things for some future time. 


You may read most of Mrs. Sharp’s paper in the 
July “Spirit of Missions” and I recommend it to you. 
It is an effort to prove that the parish worker can do 
much more effective work by keeping records, by 
finding out the real. facts of each case and by co- 
operating intelligently with other organizations for 
relief and prevention. The definition of case-work 
given by Mary E. Richmond—its founder—should 
be significant for us: “Social case-work consists of 
those processes which develop personality through ad- 
justments consciously effected, individual by individ- 
ual, between men and their social environment.” It 
is obvious that in determining the best method of 
readjustment there must be a sound basis of facts. 
Mrs. Sharp, in the course of a survey made among 
parish workers, found a notable ignorance of meth- 
ods of approach in getting the facts, a disinclination 
to keep records, so necessary in following the case 
to its close and, curiously enough, a disgust for the 
grosser offenders against the moral laws, an attitude 
which makes complete understanding impossible. So 
many clergy, even, still believe that “investigation” is 
inherently unkind and records kept a standing re- 
proach to an individual. As a matter of fact, good 
case-work must by sympathetic first interviews es- 
tablish the unreserved truth upon which treatment 
depends. No third degree ever gets absolute truth and 
more often gets that which is entirely false. It is 
pretty generally recognized that the Church should 
not overlap. Yet as Mrs. Sharp points out, the parish 
worker should be able to turn over with the case an 
intelligent record from which the co-operating organ- 
ization can take up the solution. 


Dr. van Keuren, in his paper, rather wittily says: 
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“Even bishops, priests and deacons as well as war- 
dens, vestrymen and executive secretaries are social 
case-work problems and sometimes need a social 
service which will renew in them a vigorous attitude 
toward life and will lift them back again into the 
fullness of social relationships. He further emphasizes 
the fact that the diocesan department should stand 
for social evolution—not revolution—and should, 
therefore, be above all an educational organization, 
“standing for social hope and faith not for social 
defeatism.” In the Diocese of New York the depart- 
ment has no direct supervision over the many insti- 
tutions. The elaborately organized City Missions So- 
ciety has that function. Standing fearlessly before the 
world as representing the ideals of social service— 
understanding both the social worker and the Church 
from the “inside” is not so small a task as one might 
think for a diocesan department. Giving ear to 


criticism by the ignorant and unreasonable, whether | 


directed toward the Church or the social worker is 
unworthy of a true follower of the Master. So we 
come rather naturally to the training of the volunteer 
social worker. There are so many needed today! 
They have not in the past, save in exceptional cases, 
been considered very valuable. But in this day, when 
social work is coming into its own, more serious con- 
sideration is being given to training for volunteers. 
Small classes are favored, for personal attention is 
most desirable and some notable successes with such 
groups are reported by eastern dioceses. If parishes 
could take the initiative, obtaining the services of 
some recognized and trained social worker—as teach- 
er (active or retired)—the number could be kept 
smaller and the special needs of each parish could 
be considered. The primary need for the volunteer 
worker is humility. No kindness of heart, no “social” 
position, no “100 per cent relief and no overhead, 
Lord and Lady Bountiful” state of mind can make 
up for the stupid mistakes of ignorance. 


So much for three outstanding suggestions from 
the conference in Philadelphia.

Exemption from Tax on Electrical Energy

Article 41, Regulation 42, of the Revenue Act for 
1932 exempts churches, charitable and educational in- 
stitutions from the 3 per cent tax for electrical energy, 
not used for domestic or commercial consumption. 

The Pacific Gas and Electric Company readily veri- 
fied the correctness of my question about this exemp- 
tion. In order to avail your church or institution: of 
this exemption, send to the company which supplies 
your electrical energy the numbers of your bills which 
come under the above classification and they will for- 
ward you claim forms for you to fill out and thus 
comply with the regulations. Of course, satisfactory 
evidence must be shown that such energy is not used 
for domestic purposes.

The 
Synod voted an appropriation for this work, which is 
being managed by a provincial committee of which 
Rev. E. F. Gee, chairman of the House of Deputies, is 
chairman, and the Rev. Lindley H. Miller of St. Cle- 
ment’s, Berkeley, is secretary.

“All Angels Eat and Pray” 

The above is a headline in “The Silent Missionary,” 
reporting a parish supper and entertainment at All 
Angels Mission to the Deaf, Chicago. 

There are said to be 89,000 deaf people in the United 
States. The Episcopal Church has a group of about 
sixteen deaf clergymen who minister as far as they 
can, not only to our own deaf Church people but to 
all whom they can reach. An enormous amount of 
work could be done, among isolated people, for in- 
stance, doubly isolated by deafness, for children in the 
schools, and so on, but the staff and the funds are 
inadequate. 

A reinforcement fund is slowly being established, 
with a goal of $15,000 which is to be doubled by a like 
gift from a California churchwoman. The National 
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Council is trustee of the fund, which now amounts to 
something under $10,000, including both sources. The 
Church of England has a Royal Association in Aid of 
the Deaf and Dumb, with a budget of about $50,000. It 
recently received a legacy of $13,000 from an Ameri- 
can.

The Province has a “nest egg” in the bank toward a 
new building. The Bishop of California recently has 
acquired property adjoining the mission, doubling the 
available ground space. Now that the fog of depres- 
sion is dispersing under the genial sunshine of better 
business conditions, we hope that the Church’s busi- 
ness will receive its due share and that the work 
among our Chinese Christians will be put on a better 
basis. By the way, the aid received from the National 
Council for racial work is appropriated from the 
women’s thank offering.
